At 6:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
general assembly adjourned sine die—an 
earlier hour than that at which any gen- 
@ral assembly has closed its final session 
within several] years. 

Many expected the sessfon would last 
far into the night, perhaps until after 
the midnight hour, but when the con- 
Viet quesflon was finally settled early in 
the day, by the adoption without change 
of all the senate amendments, it was 
apparent final adjournment would 
come, for there were no prapositions of 
moment over which the house and senate 
had locked horns. 

The passage of the convict bill left 
nothing for the house to do but dispose 
of the remaining senate bills, some fif- 
teen or twenty, and the usual odds and 
ends incident to the closing of the ses- 
sion. The senate likewise wound wp its 
labors with final action on the few re- 
* maining house bills. 

The closing hours were marked by 
the usual scenes incident to final ad- 
journment Everybody was in the best 
of humor; the animosities of heated de- 
bate were forgotten and brother mem- 
bers bade one another goodby with a 
hearty handshake and the best of good 
wishes. 

There was no mock session of the 
house, but when the usual resolutions of 
thanks to everybody connected with that 
body had been passed and there was 
nothing to do but wait for the senate 
to say it Was ready to stop, the mem- 
bers, some of whom had been enjoying 
themselves in throwing paper wads and

intredncing privileged resolutions, gath-_| 


ered im the center aisie and raised a 
hymn, “God Be with You Till We Meet 
Again,” while all joined in the chorus. 
Then “América” went up to the ceiling 
from the voices of a hundred mem- 
bers.

It com- 
manded silence rather repressing the usua] 
outburst of cheering or applause, when 
President Howell finally declared the sen- 
ate’s session at an end. 


Proceedings of the House. 


The house of representatives disposed of 
important matters in quick succession 
yesterday. Indeed the last day of the ses- 
sion was marked by action on almost, if 
not quite, as many general measures as 
were passed on during the whole of the 
preceding forty-nine days of the session. 

The house, on motion of Mr. Slaton, of 
Falton, reconsidered its action by a vote 
of 67 to 4, in defeating the bill to in- 
crease the salaries of judges of the su- 
preme and superior courts. Mr. Slaton 


eaid the bill had been burdened with an: 


amendment which had probably lost it 
sO0me suport. He said it would not come 
up again at the present session. 

The house also reconsidered its action 
in defeating the senate bill prohibiting 
anyone from taking firearms or intoxt- 
cants within the lines of penitentiary con- 
vict camps, the object being to protect 
the officials and guards of the penitén: 
tiarysystem. The bill only received 84 
votes. but why it should have been de- 
feated was a myStery. It was taken up 
again as a special order, having. been 
fixed by the committee on rules, and after 
brief discussion was passed by a vote of 
92 to 0.

HOUSE YIELDS 


ON CONVICT BILL 


enale Amendments Accepted 
Without Change 


Victory for Those Who Contender 
for Road Work for Part of Fel- 
ony Convicts—Action of 
House Made Conference 
Unnecessary. 


With the final action of the house,yes- 
terday on the convict question, the gen- 
eral assembly disposed of its most im- 
portant work for the present session. 

And the interesting fact is to be re- 
corded that those who so strongly ad- 
vocated the working of some, at least, of 
the felony convicts on the public roads, 
won, in part, a victory. 

The house concurred in every amend- 
ment to the Knight-Howell substitute 
put upon the measure by the senate, 
without so much as the changing of a 
Single word, which means that counties 
desiring it may secure their proportion 


of convicts, of sbort terms, for work on- 


the public roads in lieu of their pro rata 
share of the proceeds from convict hire 
for public schools. 

The fight in the house was a stubborn 
one to the finish, but many members who 
had earnestly and consistently advocated 
the re-enactment of the present lease 
system came over to the senate amend- 
ments in the interests of harmony and 
by way of making some concession to the 
many who thought and held and fought 
tne other way. 

Some of the hardest fighting in behalf 
of the features embodied in the senate 
amendments was done by Megers. Holder 
of Jackson, Shackelford of Clarke, Felder 
of Bibb and Martin of Elbert. Mr. Mar- 
tin never made a speech on the subject, 
but there was no member who did more 
quiet, earnest reasoning on the subject 
with his brother members. apne Hold-

August 12.—(Special.)—‘‘Gov- 
of Georgia, has allowed 
the murderer of my husband to escape 
the gallo me has commuted his sen- 
tence T> impfisonment and in a little 
while, I am told, the cowardly assaSsin 
will be given his liberty.” 

So declared Mrs. Alice Walker, of 291 
Marshfield avenue today, when news 
reached her of the action of Governor 
Terrell in commuting the sentence of 
John Perry, who murdered her husband, 
John A. Walker, of Chicago, last fall. 

“Henceforth,” declared Mrs. Walker, “I 
am an advocate of lynching. Every man 
who commits murders and other great 
crimes ought to be lynched before poll- 
ticlans can have the opportunity of sav- 
ing them from the ends of justice.’’ 

Mrs. Walker is a strikingly .beautiful 
woman scarcely 30 years of age. Ten- 
derly reared and of frail physique, she 
has only recently begun to work as a 
Stenographar in order to support her 
three small children. 

“It isn’t because I have to work so hard 
that I feel bitter against the governor, 
but because my husband’s murder—one 
of the blackest that ever disgraced the 
south—must go unavenged!’’ she _ con- 
tinued. ? 

“Why, I was told months ago that 
Perry would escape, because there is a 
tradition that ‘no one will ever be hung 
by law in Whitfleld county.’ Is it any 
wonder the people of the south take the 
law into their hands?”

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YANKEE SHIP SHELLED 
BY CANADIAN GUNBOAT 


Frie, Pa., August 12.—The Silver Spray, 
a fishing boat owned here, came into 
port this afternoon in a badly shattered 
condition, due to an encounter in " mid- 
lake abouf noon, with the Canadian rev- 
enue cutter Petrel. 

The Cana@tan authorities have 
trouble with American. fishermen for 
years, who were poaching on their side 
of the lake, and the Petrel is kept con- 
stantly on the lookout for them. 

About noon she came upon the Silver 
Spray, on the Canadian side of the lake, 
and at once ordered Captain Cris Chau to 
stop. 

The Petre! is a strong steel craft, and 
it is said attempted to ram the American 
boat before she could comply with the 
Petrel's order. Captain Chau, remember- 
ing the fate of several other boats from 
this side which had been captured and 
confiscated, two from Erie only Iast 
season, decided to try to escape and 
started ahead at full speed.. The captain 
of the Petrel, when he saw thag the 
Silver Spray was trying to get away, 
opened fire with all the guns he. had 
on board, and before he ceased firing 
some twenty shots had struck the Silver 
Spray.

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One passed through the smokestack in- 
to the pilot house, in which Chau stood at 
the wheel, and two more struck the pilot 
house, one coming within a few inches of 
Chau, scattering splinters around his 
head.

PROPERTY LOSS HEAVY 


It Is Estimated That $10,000,000 
Will Not Cover the Damage to 
Property —'‘Besides Those 
Killed Humdreds Were 


Injured. 


Kingstown, Jamaica, August 12.—The 
West Indian hurricane struck the Is- 
land of Jimaica with its fu'l foree yves- 
terday, inflicting great damage. Port 
Antorip, on the north coast, was com- 
pletely overwhelmeft. Only houses 
were left standing there. United 
Fruit Company's Wharves, hotel 
and plantations wefe utterly demolished. 
Five of the company’s steamers, includ- 
ing the Simon Dumois, Alfred Dumois 
and Brighton, were driven ashore. but are 
lying in easy Port Maria, an- 
other town on the north coast, aiso suf- 
fered similarly. The coast is strewn with 
wreckage of local sailing boats. 

The southeastern portion of the island 
has been completely denuded of its crops, 
the rivers are flogded and many men 
were carried out to sea and drowned. 
Considering the damage to proeprty dur- 
ing the hyrricane, the loss of life is 
comparatively smajl, though the present 
estimate is that the death list will reach 
fifty. Hundreds of persons were injured 
and there were numerous hairbreadth 
eacapes. The property loss is estimated 
at $19,000,000 
The entjre eastern and of the island has 
been devastated. tals have been 
wiped out and public bufldings and 
churches demalishe#., Thousands of the 
peasantry, rendered’ homeless and destt- 
tute, are wandering about seeking food 
and shelter, The destruction of the ban- 
ana plantations has been complete and 
the fruit trade is paralyzed for the next 
twelve months. Hundreds of prosperous 
fruit growers have been brought te hank- 
ruptey and ruin. 

The western end of the isiand. which. 
it was at first supposed, had escaped, 
also suffered considerably. though not to 
the extent which the eastern end did 
The new banana plantations planted ther» 
were partly destroyed, and the orange and 
coffee crops were giso injured. The Nor- 
wegian steamer Dalvator di Gorgia was 
driven ashore at Annotta bay. and lies ir 
n dangerous position. Severa]) sailing ves- 
sels were wrecked op the north side 

It is still stormy and threatening ana 
there are fears that: there mav be a re- 
newal of the storm. Torrential rains have 
incregsed the misery of the poor and 
homeless. 

Thousands of houses in Kingstown were 
damaged, the wharves were battered and 
several coasting vessels were sunk in the 
harbor. 

Trade is practically at a standstill. 

Hurricane Warnings Issued. , 


Washington, August i2.—The woather 
bureau tonight Issued the following spe- 
cial bulletin: 

“The tropical storm was 
central Wednesday afternoon, near ex- 
treme western Cuba and recurving. It 
should enter the southeast Gulf of Mexico 
during Wednesday night and move north- 
ward or northeastward during Thursday. 
Hurricane warnings have been continued 
from Port Eads to Jupiter, and storm 
warnings from Jacksonville to Wharles- 
ton.”’ 


SMUGGLED GEMS 
SOLD AT AUCTION 


Choice Lot of Diamonds Dis- 
posed of by the Gov- 
ernment. 


New York, August 12.~At the sale held 
today of the diamonds smuggled into this 
country by Michael Leinkram, _ the 
firm of Joseph Goodham & Son, Memphis, 
Tenn., were the successful bidders, pay- 
ing $24,000 for the entire lot. 

The. diamonds, several thousand in 
number and weighing from about a 
fourth of a carat to about four carats 
each, were appraised by the government 
experts at $24,900, not including the duty 
of 10 per cent. Michael Leinkram, when 
leaving the Kfon Prinz Wilhelm, had 
the stones concealed in a flannel ab- 
dominal bandage, Was apprehended by 
Treasury Agent Theobald. Leinkram was 
convicted and sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment in Elmira and to pay a 
fine of $5,000. 

William Goldwasser; an expert diamond 
merchant, put in a claim for the goods, 
saying he had let a customer take the 
stones presumably to show them to a 
Berlin jeweler and that instead the cus- 
tomers had given them to Leinkram and 
with the latter's aid had attempted to 
smuggle them into the United States. 
Goldwasser said that he had not been 
paid for the gems, but the federa] courts 
decided against him, declaring the goods 
forfeited and ordered them sold. Theo- 
bald will receive $8,000, or one-third of the 
price for which the goods were auc-

IN THE GIANT DEAL 


It Means That Georgia’s Capital Will Become the 
Practical Junction of the Great System--Those 
Who Figure in Deal.

The purchase of control of the Sea- 
board Air Line system by the Rock 
Island-'Frisco people is one of the great- 
est railway scoops of the era, and means 
things for Atlanta that 
cannot now be fully estimated 

It means, anyhow, and first of all, that 
Atlanta will become the practical junc- 
tion point of the first great southern 
system to ramify the west, the gulf 
goasts and the south Atlantic states. 

The combined system of Rock Island, 
"Frisco and Seaboard roads covers 15,486 
miles, making the new cOmbination con- 
trol the largest mileage of any system 
in America and consequently of the 
whole world. The next largest is the 
Canadian Pacific with 10,410, followed by 
the Chicago and Northwestern with 9,024 
and the Burlington with 8,432. 

For Atlanta to become at once the 
main centerpole of so magnificent a sys- 
tem of modern railways is an advantage 
that none of us can on the moment ad- 
equately realize.

This is one reason why the state of 
New York is contemplating an appro- 
priation of many millions of dollars to 
make a 1,000 ton barge waterway of’ the 
Erie canal, so as to cheapen grain and 
ore transportion to the sea, via the 
lakes and the Hudson river. 

This is why George Gould and his 
cclleagues are connecting up the Miys- 
sourt and Pacific and the Wabash routes 
by building needed links and buying the 
Western of Maryland roads into Bal- 
timore. 

Cheap freights on ocean-going com- 
merce is the demand of the age and 
those people who can easiest make the 
trip ‘with cheap rates on western and 
southern products to the seaboard ports 
—combining less rail and longer water 
routes—are the ones that will win out 
in the battle. 

Yoakum’s Part in Deal. 

Undoubtedly the chief mover in this 
monster combination is Benjamin Frank- 
lin Yoakum, late of Texas. He is the 
man who started out to build the San 
Antonio and Aransas Pass railway in 
Texas with only a $5 bil) in his pocket. 
He worked like a convict under the lash 
of his ambition and suffered discourage- 
ments that would have made Sisyphus 
sit down to laugh at him, but his bull- 
dog persistency won.

| The officia] statement was as follows: 


“Ladenberg, Thalman & Company afi- 
nounce that they have completed nego- 
tiations whereby new and important 
interests have become identified with the 
Seaboard Air Line Railroad Company. 
B. F. Yoakum and H. Clay Plerce and 
B. F. Guinness, of Ladenberg,. Thalman 
& Company, and Okleigh Thorne, prest- 
dent of the North American Trust Com- 
pany, have been elected voting trus- 
tees of the Seaboard. 

“President John Skelton Williams also 
announces that B. F. Yoakum, H. Clay 
Pierce, Okleigh Thorne and 8S. B. Van- 
vorst have been elected directors of the 
Seaboard Air Line railway. 

“The change of personnel 
of the stock of the Seaboard 
Air Line Company does not mean the 
purchase of the company by Rock Isl- 
and or ‘Frisco Interests. although the 
‘Frisco lines extend into Birmingham and 
arc a part of their southern system. It 
dces. however, emphasize the fact that 
ali the great railway systems are car- 
rying out the fiolicy of more closely ce- 
menting the railway transportation in- 
terests of the country. which will great- 
ly retard, and, it is hoped. entirciy pre- 
vent demoralization of the whole situa- 
tion, or the unnecessary construction and 
duplication of property. 


Value Enhanced. 

“Attention is called to the fact that 
with the discontinuance of any further 
construction by the Seaboard Air Line, 
the value of the properties are greativ 
enhanced. And another gratifying fact 
at this time, and which is further @vi- 
dence of the future disposition of the 
rallways of the United States, is that 
this deal does not call for any financing 
or any supplying of new money.’ 

One of the voting trustees, when asked 
to state the real significance of the deai, 
said that it meant a “‘better understand- 
Ing among interests that have at various 
times conflicted.” 

The policy of the Seaboard Air Line 
for a long time was one of absolute in- 
dependence, so much so as to make it 
at times inimical to the interests of op- 
pesing roads traversing adjacent terri- 
tory, ‘Today’s developments, it is thought, 
will do away with such trouble in the 
future.

JUDGE LYNCH 


Rector Replies to the Views 
of John Temple 
Graves, 


Chautauqua, N. Y., August 12.—Rev. 
Dr. Dean Richmond Babbitt, rector of the 
Church of the Epiptiany, Brooklyn, an- 
swered John Temple Graves, of Georgia, 
in an elaborate address today at the 
chautauqua As#@mbly on lynchings and 
mobs from an American standpoint. Dr. 
Babbktt contrasted the view of lynching 
justified by Mr. Grayes,. with what he 
called ‘‘the more general and the better 
Vitw of the American national,’ and 
showed the prevalence and _ increasing 
violence of the mob spirit, its tendency 
to leap the color line and to lynch for 
minor oi*%Snses than rape ang murder. 

He dwelt upon the psyschology of the 
mob and gave the Wilmington lynching 
of the eszro White as typical and de- 
nounced the officials who refused to pro- 
tect any prisoner of any color or for any 
crime. 
der law as represented in Governors 
Durbin and Yates of Indiana and IIli- 
nols respectively, and upheld President 
Roosevelt in his recent letter on lynch- 
ings. Lynchers, the speaker declared, 
were plain, brutal, savage murderers, 
should be treated as such by the author- 
ities and by all worthy to wear the name 
of American citizens. 

“‘More morality, less prejudice. stricter 
law quickly applied, fair play to negro 
and white and both the race question 
and the mob problem wil] assume less 
dangerous dimensions,” said Dr. Babbitt 
in conclusion. 

With thousands of southerners at Chau- 
tauqua the mob conference audiences are 
decidedly ‘bi-partisan. It is the belief 
that never before have mobs. lynchings 
and atrikes received such fair-mjnded 
disciission in meetings having equal 
representation of extreme partisan sup- 
porters, 

This afternoon General] John B. Gor- 
don delivered his lecture on “The Last 
Days of the Confederacy.” 

General Gordon, after paying tribute to 
the devotion of northern and southern 
women alike, appealed for a national feel- 
ing of brotherliness and unity. 

*‘Now that we have emerged from that 
long period of darkness and blood,” he 
said, “let one who fought on the southern 
side appeal for a petition to heaven that 
the last vestige of sectional bitterness 
shall die; let us hold aloft the banner of 
universal humanity, that it shall float 
forever the most potential emblem of 
freedom in all the world.”

Big Battle Ship Sustains 


Considerable Damage in 
Dense Fog. 


A 

Bar Harbor, Me., August 12.—While 
leaving the harbor during a thick fog 
about noon today, in company with other 
vessels of the north Atlantic squadron, 
the battle ship Massachusetts sustained 
considerable damage hy striking on a 
ledge. of rocks off the western end of 
Ege Rock. The big vessel slipped over 
the rocks into deep water, but the two 
forward bulkheads soon filled and it was 
subsequently found that several plates 
had been cracked. 

The Massachusetts was headed back 
Into the harbor with considerable diffi- 
culty, accompanied by her sister vessel, 
the Indiana, and the gunboat Scorpion. 
She will remain here unt!l Captain Man- 
ning, her commander, receives orders 
from Washington, when it is expected 
that she will proceed to Brooklyn to be 
dry docked. 

Dense Fog Surrounds Battle Ship. 

The squadron had no sooner started 
than a dense fog which had been hang- 
Ing off shore all the morning rolled in 
and within ten minutes it was impossi- 
ble to see more than fifty yards. It is 
believed that the accident was due to a 
miscalculation of the Massachusetts’ po- 
sition on the part of the navigating of- 
ficer. When the big battle ship struck 
she was going at the rate of about nine 
and a half knots, and although she was 
drawing 26 feet of water and there was 
less than 25 feet on the ledge, ner prog- 
ress was but little retarded and she at 
once passed over into deep water.

FRACTURED ARM 


Friends of James McWhirter Are 
indignant 


They Declare He Was in the Hospj- 
tal for More Than an Hour 
Waiting for a Corporation 
Surgeon To Come and 
Attend Him. 


The Grady hospital is being sharply crit- 
icised for nut promptly attending to 
James McWhirter, whose arm was se- 
riously fractured Tuesday morning. Mr. 
McWhirter was taken to the hogpital and 
aftér remaining there some time, suffer- 
ing great pain, he left with friénds to 
find a physician to give him proper surgi- 
cal attention. 

Dr. Brwester, superintendent of the hos- 
pital, admits that Mr. McWhirter was at 
the hospital at least thirty-five minutes 
and that his injured arm was not at- 
tended to. The reason given for the de- 
lay is that an effort was made to set 
Dr. Hurt, who is surgeon for the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, Mr. Mc- 
Whirter having been injured while riding 
on a trolley car. 

Mr. MeWhirter's friends are very in- 
dignant at the treatment it is said he re- 
ceived at the hospital. They say he was 
no charity patient and was @ble to pay 
for medical attention, but they argue fur- 
ther that even if he had been a charity 
patient he should not have been kept 
waiting while he suffered. 

Mr. McWhirter was riding to Inman 
Park on an Edgewood avenue car and his 
arm was resting in # window and was 
struck by another car coming into the 
Cty. 

No Relief Given. 

He was brougit to the city in a car 
and taken by friends to the Grady hos- 
pital. He and his friends state that a 
house surgeon examined his arm through 
an X-ray, remarked that the fracture 
was very bad and then left and never 
returned. 

Hamiltom Douglas, a friend of Mr. Mc- 
Whirter’s, was telehponed for and he 
went to the hospital. 

“I found Mr. McWhirter,’ stated Mr. 
Douglass, ‘walking up and down a room 
suffering great pain. I was told he had 
been there in that fix for over an hour 
and not a thing had been done to relieve 
his suffering. I felt outraged at the 
treatment he had received. I was inform- 
ed that the hospital people were waiting 
for Dr. Hurt, who is employed by the 
street car company. Why the hospital 
should have any such rule I cannot under- 
stand, especially in a case like this, when 
Mr. McWhirter was no pauper patient. 
I took him away from the hospital to 
find a doctor and did so in the Austell 
building, where Dr. Hiubbard set Mr. Mc- 
Whirter’s broken arm.” : 

Mr. Douglass states that Mr. McWhir- 
ter was hurt at 6:45 o'clock, was taken to 
the hogpital at 7:30 o'clock and left after 
8:30 o'clock. 

Dr. Brewster's Statement. 


When asked abcut the McWhirter case 
last night, Dr. Brewster said: 

“McWhirter was jin the hospital only 
about thirty-five n:inutes, so I Dave been 
informed by the gurse. He was given 
immediate attention, and was offered 
something to relieve his pain, but he re- 
fused to take it. The reason we sent for 
Dr. Hurt, surggon for the Georgia Raii- 
wavy and Electric Company, was because 
it is always customary with us to have 
such surgeons attend to cases of the 
kind. The corporations employing special 
surgeons always pay all he «xpentes of 
patients when they are brought to the 
hospital |! suppose. I do nat ynow, that 
Mr. McWhirter was carried away be- 
cause his lawyer did not want the stre:t 
car company’s doctor to gress the 
wound.” 

When asked how long a patient would 
be kept waiting for a corporntion doctor, 
Dr. Brewster replied: 

“Only a reasonable length of time. If 
the corporation surgeon !s not found we 
give the patient aH the attention needed.” 

Dr. Brewster was asked if he thought 
it was right for an institution like the 
Grady hospital, which was owned by the 
city, to be run for the accommodation 
of corporations, and he said that the 
hospital was not run that way. 

“We only have the corppration§sur- 
geons.”’ he said, ‘“‘when tients are 
brought here to be paid for by the cor- 
porations.”’ 

This last assertion of Dr. Brewster 
brings out the oft-talked of discrimina- 
tion the ‘hospital is said to make be- 
tween paid patients and charity patients. 
It seems from what Dr. Brewster savs, 
the hospital is anxious to have corpora- 
tion surgeons look after @ertain injured 
people so the corporations can pay the 
expenses. P 

In view of the fact that Dr. Longmo, 
alderman and member of the hospital 
board of trustees, only last week said at 
a meeting that the hospital was being 
criticiseq for the manner in which some 
patients were treated, the story about 
Mr. McWhirter will be read with no lit- 
tle interest.

British Oficial on Massacre 
at Kishinef 


He Says the Authorities Made No 
Effort To Check the Murderers. 
Massacre Outcome of a Con- 
spiracy To Kill All 
the Jews. 


London, August 12.—A dispatch from 
the British consul general at Odessa for- 
warding the report made by the British 
vice consul at Odessa, V. Bosanqtiet, who 
was sent specially to Kishinef to obtain 
the facts regarding the recent antl- 
Jewish riots there, is published today. 

Mr. Bosanquet’s report, which is dated 
July 28, generally agrees with the stories 
of the oceurrences already cabled. It 
says: 

“The area of the distunmbances com- 
prised two-thirds of the town of Kishi- 
nef. The murders all occurred Monday, 
the second day of the disturbances. They 
were perpetrated by bands of rioters in 
different parts of the town. Many be- 
li®@ve they were the work of organized 
companies, which fact argues in favor of 
a pre-arranged conspiracy to exterminate 
the Jews. If this belief is not accepted, 
the riots must be attributed to the arti- 
cles in The Bessarabetz, the anti-Semitic 
organ in Kishinef, to the unfounded re- 
port of the Jewish murder of a Christian 
priest,to the wine drunk early on Monday 
and to the belief which seems to have 
grown with the continued inaction of the 
authorities that the latter wisher the 
Jews to be massacred or had even or- 
dered it. Apparently a feeling existed 
among the lower classes that the Jews 
ought not to be a majority in Kishinef. 


Rioters Not Checked. 


“The local authorities took no effective 
step to stop the riots. The soldiers were 
passive if not sympathetic spectators. 
The police contented themselves with the 
arrest of minor criminals until 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when the governo:, 
who had remained at home, telephoning 
orders which were disregarded, at length 
ventured to sign the necessary order for 
the troops to be employed. The only case 
I heard of in which the latter used their 
weapons was when they bayonetted a 
Christian boy who was pursuing a Jew 
With stones. This boy was the only 
Christian killed during the disturbances 
If resolute action had been taken by the 
authorities I believe the riots would 
have been checked at an early stage.”’ 
Mr. Bosanquet places the Jewish vic- 
tims at forty-one killed and 303 wounded 
while among the Christians one was kill- 
ed and sixty-eight wounded. Official in- 
quiries, he says, show that three women 
were violated, but this may well repre- 
sent a smali fraction of the actual num- 
ber, since the Jewish women naturally 
remain silent for their own sakes, as un- 
der the Mosaic law divorae must follow 
violation. The yice consul heard of the 
rape of a girl 12 years old and another 
aged 13, but this was only hearsay. Mu- 
tilation and deliberate torture of the vie 
tims, he says, does not seem to have been 
practiced. 


: One Case of Mutilation. 
hough there were , 
burbarities. he ghiy kuwwe of con ct 
mutilation, when a man’s eye was put 
out with a nail. He heard stories of mu- 
tilation after death and Of a child being 
torn limb from limb, but he considers the 
latter story to be improbable. considering 
that only two little children appear to 
have perished. 
Mr. Bosanquet pays a tribute to Prince 
Urusoff, the new governor of Bessarabia 
who, he says, helped him with every 
means in his power. “On the arrival of 
the mew governor, who is doing all he can 
to gain the confidence of the Jewish 
population,’ adds the vice consul, ‘‘mat- 
ters began to improve, and the commer- 
clal life of the town was resumed. A 
new comer visiting the Jewish quarters 
can see no signs of a stoppage of busi- 
ness and it is hoped that Jewish commer- 
Clal affairs are on a fair way to regain 
their prosperity, though they have not 
yet entirely recovered. The Jews place 
their losses at two million roubles, but 
this figure is probably an exaggeration. 
“About 880 rioters were arrested and 
#8 per punished on minor charges, while 
216 were acquitted. Three hundred and 
sixty rioters will be tried at Tiraspol, in 
October, of which number 100 are charged 
with murder in addition to other crimes. 
If they are found guilty they will be 
sentenced to penal servitude on the island 
of Sakhalin.”

Work Is Being Pushed at Athens and 
Fair Will Open October 5: 
Athens, Ga., August 12.—(Special.)—An 
important meeting of the board of. di- 
rectors of the Northeast Georgia Fair As- 
soclation was held at the office of the 
Oresident, Billups Phinizy, yesterday af- 
termgpon, at which there were present J. 
Y. Carithers, John R. White, Charles N. 

Hodgson and B. F. Holder, Jr. 

Several matters connected With the 
grading and building at the fair grounds 
were discussed and acted upon and ar- 
rangements made to push the work in 
order to have everything in readiness for 
the opening of the fair. It is now ex- 
pected that the buildings and grounds 
will be ready for acceptance by the di- 
rectors of the fair association not later 
thén: September 4, which will be fifteen 
days in advance of the opening of the 
fair on October 5. 

Chairman Hussey, of the agricultural 
committee, is busily engaged in. organiz- 
ing the farmers of the nine counties to 
participate in the fair, and it is confi- 
dently expected that county exhtbits of 
agricultural products will be made at the 
fair from each of these nine counties. In 
addition fm the nine county exhibits it is 
expected that fully one hundred individ- 
ual ex hibjts Will be made in this depart- 
ment. 

The stables for the race horses have 
been completed. Tere are eighty odd of 
these stables, and it is expected that 
each of them will be occupied far in ad- 
vance of the opening of the fair. Many 
race horses are already in the city in 
training for the races. The race track 
has been practically completed and wil! 
be accepted by the directors within the 
next few days. Chairman Rhodes, of the 
racing committee, Is preparing to have a 
splendid lot of fast horses here. Four 
two hundred dollars in 
purses are offered for racing. 

Chatrman Griffith, of the amusement 
committee, has contracted for a splendid 
lot of attractions, among which are sev- 
eral superb free attractions. A com- 
plete list of the attractions will Le given 
out In a few days. 

Chairman Holder, the department 
of privileges and concessions, is selling 
space for privilege people and exhibitors 
almost daily. The indications are that 
90 per cent of the local merchants will 
have exhibits in the main building as 
well as a number of manufacturers and 
advertisers in other cities.

Columbus, Ga., August 12.—(Specfal.)— 
Upon a technical charge of assaujt with 
intent to murder, Sylvie Thornton, a ne- 
gro woman who lives in “Cooleyville, ’ 
was today bound over to the superior 
court by Justice Lennard in the sum of 
$20. Mandy Martin, another negro wom- 
an, alleged that she had. tried to poison 
her. The medium was tripe, which the 
Thornton woman sold her with the de- 
liberate purpose, she claims, of killing 
her. She ate a small part of the tripe 
and became deathly sick. The Thornton 
woman said that the tripe had such un- 
fortunate effects because it had been pre- 
pared with Ime. 

The children of the two women quarrel- 
ed some time ago, and this is said to be 
the basis of the present poisoning case.

ON HANNA'S BILL 


Thousands of Dollars Secured 
from Negroes of Georgia 


Negro Sharpers Have Been Using the 
Senator’s Bill To Pension Ne- 
groes as a Bait, and Have 
Reaped a Big Harvest 
of Money. 


Thomasville, Ga., August 12.—(Special.) 
Senator Hanna's bill for the pensioning 
of ex-slaves has been the groundwork for 
“sharks” all over the country, but here 
at Thomasville, where the senator is #0 
well known, the ‘“‘sharks’’ have found a 
paradise, 

Several months ago, only a short time 
after the senator first drew up his Dill 
for the pensloning of ex-slaves, a negro 
named Mitchell came to Thomasville in 
its interest. He spoke to large assemblies 
of negroes several times and before leav- 
ing the section organized a number of 
societies for the purpose of raising money 
for the pushing of the Dill. 

Mitchell was a smooth article. He 
worked the old slaves up to a passion and 
had them passing up their hard earned 
quarters and half-dollars for miles around. 
The only receipt he would issue for these 
contributions was a promise to the effect 
that soner or later they would get a fat 
pension from Uncle Sam. Of course 
Mitchell and his Neutenants represente! 
themselves as Senator Hanna’g agents. 
personel of the audiences they 
would draw to their speakings was curi- 
ous. 

There would hardly be a whole negro in 
the bunch. Not a listener but was bowed 
with age and most of them were almost 
beyond going. It almost made an on- 
looker wish that the pension bill could 
become a law. 

Senator Hanna, as well as his brother 
Mell and two brothers in law, J. C. Morse 
and J. Wyman Jones, have winter homes 
in Thomasville. This fact, enabling every 
negro In the county to know, or know 
of the senator personally, made them take 
a great deaj more interest in the move 
than they would otherwise have done. 

For some weeks the ‘sharks’ worked 
quietly and were not suspected.

$1 a Day. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 12.—Today’s 
gession of the board taf arbitration, 
which is to adjust fhe differences be- 
tween the Alabam Yminers and coal op- 
erators opened with a statement by the 
chairman, Judge George Gray, of Dela- 
Ware, regarding the scope of the arbi- 
tration.

Twenty Thousand Barrels

Louisville, Ky., August 12.—Kentucky 
distillersjare making preparations for the 
exportation of 20,000 barrels of whisky 
to Hamburg and Bremen for storage 
purposes. It is principally of the crop of 
1908. 

This {ea the first time in the history of 
Kentucky that any large amount of 
young whisky was exported and matured 
in Europe. Heretofore, whisky has only 
been exported when about to be forced 
out of bond. ‘This will be the largest ex- 
portation since 1897, when an immense 
amount of whisky was about to be forced 
out of bond, At that time the distillers, 
rather than pay the tax when prices 
were denressed, sent ship load after ship 
load to the ware houses in Hamburg and 
Rremen. At this time there is no de- 
pression in the market, and the exporta- 
tion is to be made largely On account of 
the lower storage charges in Europe. 

The whtsky to be sent abroad ifs in- 
tended largely for the trade in Califor- 
nia and other western states. 

Distillers have found it costs leg to 
send whisky to Bremen and Hambur 
and ship it from there to San Francisco 
by way of Cape Horn than it costs to 
Ship it from Louisville to San Francisco 
by rail. 

The annual report of Chief Deputy Col- 
lector Edmiston showed that there are 
63,083,619 gallons of whisky in bond in 
this djstrict.

Anderson Sells Cotton He Raised 
in 1890. 


Eufaula, Ala., August 12.—(Special.s—

lay claim to. Thomas. L. Anderson, who 
resides 16 miles south of the eity, drove 
in town todav with what was naturaly 
supposed to be the first bale of the sea- 
Son, but it is thought it will prove to 
be exactly the opposite.

It was in 
a perfect state of preservation and classed 
middiing. lt was purchased by the Che- 
walla cotton mills here at 12 cents a 
pound. 

Mr. Anderson is one of the few farmera 
who believes in raising home suppliee in 
abundance a making his coiton crop 
surplus. He ‘never had occasion to gu 
in debt, =< lways comes out ahead, 
despite p isons and low price cot 
ton. 

Hie smiles hard times and is al- 
ways in a conu,tion to stem whatever 
tide of adversity may befall his section 
in the way of short crops.

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Dreaded Mexican Insect Dis- 
covered at New Orleans, 


At the Government Station It Is Be- 
lieved That the Spread of the 
Cotton Pest Has Been by 
Accident Rather Than 
Natural Spread. 


Washington, August 12.—(Special.)—The 
Mexican cotton boll weevil has crossed 
the Mississippi river. It has made its 
appearance in the cotton being grown at 
the United States agricultura] depart- 
ment experiment station at New Orleans. 

There have been numerous reports of 
the appearance of the weevil east of the 
Misstsstppi Before this, but all of them, 
on investigation, have been found to be 
without foundation. 

This time there is no doubt ag to the 
genuineness of the weevil. Samples of 
the insect have been examined by Dr. 
Morgan, the Isuisiana state entomolo- 
gist, and by Dr. Howard, chief of the 
bureau of entomology in the agricultu- 
ral department. Both have pronounced 
it the Mexican cotton bol! weevil. It is 
not Known how the insect got into the 
cotton plant at the government station. 

Dr. Howard does not believe that it has 
been by the natural spread of the insect 
from the infected region in Texas, as 
heretofore it has not traveled faster than 
at the rate of about seventy-five miles in 
one season, and the nearest weevils 
heretofore reported have been at a much 
greater distance from New Orleans.

The northern newspapers are com- 
menting with some unnecessary acer- 
bity upon the fact that Major Varda- 
man received a plurality of the votes 
for governor in the recent Mississippi 
primary. The interest they take in 
the fact is because Major Vardaman 
made his canvass almost wholly on 
the issue of dividing the school fund 
of the state between the white and 
colored children proportionately with 
the taxes paid by each race. 

The result of the primary was not 
conclusive and the final heat is to oc- 
cur August 27, when the choice will 
fall upon Major Vardaman and Judge 
Critz, the two candidates having the 
highest votes in the late primary. 
Colone] Noel drops out and his vote 
will doubtless determine between 
Vardaman and Critz. As Noel stood 
for the present plan of apportioning 
the school funds according to schoa' 
population, it is more than likely that 
the bulk of his friends will fall in the 
Critz column, in which case the Varda- 
man paramount issue will be over- 
whelmed with defeat. The actual re- 
sult of the second primary will, there- 
fore, be awaited with something like 
national] interest. 

The people of Mississippi are unus- 
ually progressive and prosperous. 
They have just completed a fine new 
capitol building and made perhaps the 
largest appropriations to public educa- 
tion that have been made by any 
southern state. They are not likely 
to take the backward step urged by 
Major Vardaman and his small plural- 
ity in the late primary is no assurance 
of his success in the next one. 

The real significance of the Varda- 

man and Money votes in Mississippi is 
wholly missed by our northern con- 
temporaries. They represent in a 
very emphatic way the protest of Mis- 
Sissippi against the policy of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the republican 
party on negro equality issues. The 
Indianola postoffice affair was plied 
by Major Vardaman and Senator 
Money and the people of the state 
aroused to resentment against the 
president’s avowed purpose to make 
them accept negro federal officials or 
be penalized for their rejection of 
them. 
' It is an easy thing to drive Ameri- 
cans to the point of self-defense and 
retaliation. President Roosevelt act- 
ually confesses this truism in his 
Durbin letter on lynching. And if he 
were to try his negro-grafting policy 
by appointing negro postmasters in 
the white towns of Ohio, Indiana or 
Illinois he would speedily be brought 
to face the same sentiment of opposi- 
tion that was presented in Mississippi 
and South Carolina. Northern senti- 
ment in favor of opening official doors 
of hope to the negro is like to Josh 
Billings’ preference of a place to have 
a boil—on the other fellow.”

The result is that no na- 
tion on earth has so compact, efficient 
and venerable officlals, defenders and 
propagandists as has the church of 
Rome. 

It strikes us that Protestantism 
could profit immensely by following 
this particular policy of the Roman 
hierachy. Politics, law, medicine and 
finance have no such absurd “dead 
line” rule of efficiency as have. the 
American Protestant organizations in 
general. Every one of them, doubt- 
less, would be stronger intellectually 
and in wisdom of government if they 
would prefer their experienced and 
venerable servants more than they 
now do.

The Statue of General Lee. 

Recently Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor 
of The Outlook Magazine, commented 
upon the Emory college speech of 
Judge Emory Speer. Dr. Abbott took 
occasion to say appreciative things of 
General Lee, of whom Judge Speer 
spoke a eulogy, and to give full credit 
to the great Virginian as a patriot. 

Now Dr. Abbott is being bombarded 
with letters from northern correspond- 
ents denouncing the right of General 
Lee to the title of “patriot,’’ because 
he chose allegiance to his state rather 
than to the union. Their screeds are 
of the common sort emanating from 
the narrow-eyed folk who yet think 
the civil war was a rebellion. For 
that reason they oppose with a mighty 
expenditure of vehemence the placing 
of a statue of Lee in statuary hall in 
the capitol at Washington as one of 
the two allowed to Virginia. 

The people of Virginia and of the 
south do not care a baubee what these 
fanatics think or say about the patri- 
otism of General Lee. At the time he 
was called upon to act and choose be- 
tween his native state and the north- 
ern idea of “the nation,” the “union” 
was already broken. The question of 
secession was no longer under debate. 
States had already ordained the union 
at an end ‘and had resolved to resume 
their sovereignty. Virginia was one 
of the secedents. Genera] Lee was 
faced only by the choice of going with 
his native state, or joining her de- 
clared enemies in an effort to coerce 
and punish her for her act of resum- 
ing her rights to state sovereignty 
and self-government. 

Had Virginia elected to remain un- 
der the constitution, Lee’s duty would 


| have been to remain with her; as she 


elected to withdraw from the union 
and repudiate further allegiance to the 
constitution, his duty was still to go 
with her. No mere epithet of her ene- 
mies could, or yet can, change the le- 
gal, moral and patriotic righteousness 
of his decision. What has happened 
since that decision is altogether an- 
other story—one in which Lee took a 
noble part—and that will not affect the 
glory of his character in the judg- 
ments of just men as long as the world 
stands. 

If the objection to Lee’s statue is 
based upon the fact that he rendered 
service to the Confederate States of 
America it is not good. Georgia pro- 
poses to contribute a statue of Alex- 
nader H. Stephens, who was vice pres- 
ident of the Confederate States, and 
no objection has been heard to her 
purpose from any part of the United 
States. West Virginia already has in 
statuary hall the statue of ex-United 
States Senator John Edward Kenna, 
who was a confederate private soldier 
and wounded while fighting the old 
flag—and nobody objected to the plac- 
ing there of his statue. 

The University of New York sub- 
mitted a plebiscite to one hundred of 
the most competent judges of famous 
merit in the natiqgn to nominate Amer- 
icans to be honored in its Hall of 
Fame. Only twenty of these judges 
were from the south and fifty-one 
votes were required to elect. But 
twenty-nine Americans received elec- 
tion and the thirteenth was Robert 
Edward Lee! 

It seems to us that the folk who are 
now opposing the statue of Lee for the 
capitol are in a hopeless minority.

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A Battle Royal in Cotton. 

In an effort concerted by the mill- 
owners of the east to break down, the 
price of cotton they have shut down 
many mills, stopped the whirr of hun- 
dreds of thousands of spindles and 
sent thousands of operatives into idle- 
ness. 

Their explanation igs that they have 
surplus stocks that they desire to re- 
duce and that they cannot get prices 
for cotton goods that will warrant 
further manufacturing at the present 
price of cotton. 

Both these claims may be plausible; 
even substantially true. But what are 
the millowners and their employees 
going to do about it? The holders of 
the cotton now marketable -seem to be 
able to hold it and we do not hear 
of Scully and Billy Brown and the 
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other bully boys. kneeling around the 
big gates of the eastern mills begging 
their owners to buy that cotton at any 
old price. In fact, the taurine push 
seems to be in a far happier humor 
than the mill-owners and the mill 
hands. 

The manufacturers can afford to 
stop their mills—they have something 
laid by to live on for a few months 
Or years, as their case may demand. 
The mill hands are the people who 
are getting the limp hand in this af- 
fair. Most of them must work or 
starve. And those who have savings 
must withdraw them to pay the meat 
and wheat men of the west for sub- 
sistence and that weakeng the money 
surplus in eastern banks for financier- 
ing manufactures. 

But what about the new crop? That 
is what is worrying the mill people in 
the east. The American Cotton Man- 
ufacturers’ Association has just been 
holding a session in Boston to discuss 
that very problem. If they have been 
able to solve it to their satisfaction 
they are keeping the secret most pro- 
foundly. 

On the other hand, the British man- 
ufacturers are also talking with them- 
selves about the cotton conditions 
that are likely to prevail. They must 
have cotton. They cannot afford to 
let their machinery lie idle, their 
hands turned out to loaf and emigrate 
or their foreign trade to fail. If they 
cannot get cotton at one price they 
must take it at whatever price. 

There is where the Brownies are 
likely to make a play that may cause 
the eastern mill barons to drop their 
candy. England can put up the money 
in advance to buy the cotton out of the 
new crop that she needs and if the 
Brown bulls offer Rer manufacturers 
concessions—in other words, do as 
the eastern manufacturers do when 
they sell their goods cheaper abroad 
than they do at home—they can get 
all the money needed to corner the 
new crop as they have done with the 
tail end of the old crop. 

It is a great game and as long as it 
goes on and the southern’ cotton 
planter owns the table and gets the 
benefit of a part of every play in hie 
“Kitty” he will not complain. Just 
now his sympathies are all on the 
side of the dealers headed by Brown.

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PRACTICAL IRRIGATION. — 


The address of F. J. Merriam, egjtor 
of The Southern Ruralist, before the 
farmers’ instifute at Clemgon college, 
South Carolina, was of especial value to 
the farmers,*as he spoke from actual 
expérience. Mr. Merriam is well known 
in Atlanta, being one of Fulton county’s 
largest and most successful farmers, and 
an authority on this subject. 

“Any one,” he said, “who will take the 
trouble to observe will soon becOme con- 
vinced that water is of preeminent im- 
portance in the growth of crops, 4s 
plants take up all their nutriment in a 
liquid form. As a rule, the rainfall over 
the southern states is sufficient for ordi- 
nary farm crops; but the season of 1902 
when scarcely any rain fell In many 
sectiuns between April 15 and September 
1, made many a farmer wish he had 
some means of watering his crop.” 

He urged the farmers to do all in their 
power by deep plowing and after-culti- 
vation to make ther soil hold water, 
whether they had an irrigating plant or 
not. ‘Some idea of the storage capacity 
of the soll for water,” he said, ‘‘may be 
derived frdm the fact that a soil broken 
12 inches deep may contain 2 per cent, 
Or 360 tons of water per acre, and still 
he dry enough to cultivate while a soil 
broken only 4 inches deep would contain 
but 120 tons.’ 

Water in Plants. 

The importance of water in the produc- 
tlon of a crop, especially in the case of 
fruits and vegetables, was forcibly illus- 
trated. 

“Analysis shows,"’ said he, “that green 
corn contains 82 per cent of water; tur- 
np#, 90 per cent; strawberrfes, 90.8 per 
cent, and cucumbers nearly 96 per cent.” 
He quoted E. P. Roe as having said; 
“After you have done everything you 
can think of to make fine strawberries, 
give them a Hittle more water,’’ and 
stated that he had found this to be 
true. 

‘““‘We very often have dry weather in 
May when the strawberries are ripening,”’ 
he continued, “and one good watering 
has frequently added over $3 an acre to 
our crop.” 

Methods of Irrigation. 

Taking up the different methods of Ir- 
rigation he went on to state that the 
simplest and least expensive way was 
to dam up a natural stream of water at 
some favorable spot and divert the water 
into a main irrigation ditch from whicn 
it could be distributed over the land be- 
low. He thén proceeded to give the his- 
tory of his irrigation on The Ruralist 
experiment farm, which he now has per- 
fected to a high state of efficiency. He 
emphasized the necessity, when using 
this method of irrigation, of having the 
work well done; having a sufficient waste 
ditcn to carry off surplus water, and 
having a sluiceway through the dam 
where the pond may be let off, and the 
etream allowed to run clear when not 
in use. This, he said, would remove 
all possible complications. 

He advicated very strongly the use 
of the gasoline engine for pumping water 
for irrigating purposes, and instanced a 
number which were in successful opera- 
tion around Atlanta. 

Methods of Application. 

“Tand to be irrigated,’’ said Mr. Mer- 
rlam. ‘‘shohtld be thoroughly underdrain- 
ed. Otherwise, it is liable to become too 
wet In places, which would injure both 
the land and the crop. When irrigating 
wo run a furrow across the upper end 
of the rows of vegetables. Into this the 
water is turned from our main irrigating 
ditch, and from this is run down be- 
tween the rows. Where the rows are 
over 200 feet In length another cross fur- 
row is necessary, and a new distribution 
of water. 

“We have injured clay land by frun- 
ning the water over the surface and 
keeping it there too long at a time, 
causing the land to puddle and run ta 
gether. To obviate this, we have found 
it best to open a deep furrow between 
the rows for the water to run in, and 
even running a small subsoil plow 
through, also, before the water is turned 
in. The water being let into the sub- 
soil acts in a measure like sub-irrigation, 


; the moisture rising to the plant from 


below while the surface soil is left loose 
and mellow. 

“The market gardener who must bring 
his vegetables on at a 
in order to meet the demands of his 
customers finds it necessary to plant at 
a certain time whether the weather is 
wet or dry. For him, irrigation is often 
necessary in ordér to bring up his seed. 
I have had consfderable expérience along 
this line and find that the best plan 
is to apply the water to the land before 
the seed are sown. If you wait until 
afterwards your stand will be very irreg- 
ular. We prepare our land, lay Off Our 
rows, run the water through them, let 
it settle; then plant our. seed. It is 
sometimes necesgary to cover with a hoe, 
but we get a pl every time 

“Just how far irrigation can be made 
practical and profitable for the general 
farmer at the s2uth remains to be proven; 
for the truck grower, however, it is 
practically a necessity. Our seasons are 
so variable, running from one extreme 
to another, that he must be prepared 
for all emergencies to reach the highest 


degree of success.”

suppress it. Jt shall be the duty of the 
board to collect and preserve records 
of births and deaths and report the same, 
together with such other us. ful infcrma- 
tion, annually to the governor. The board 
of health shall respond promptiy when 
called upon by the state or local govern- 
ment and the municipal and township 
boards of health, to investigate and re- 
port @pon the water supply, sewerage, 
disposal of excreta, or ventiiation of any 
place or public Mildings. The state 
board of health shail not have power to 
supercede municipal boards of health 
where the same are properly maintained, 
but shall act in harmony with said local 
boards of health. It is made the duty of 
the state bourd of health to enforce the 
provisions of chapter 3, volume 1, of the 
political code, relating to health and 
quarantine, in so far as the same may 
be done without violating any of the pro- 
visions relating to the duty of the local 
boards of health, and the fines and for- 
feltures arising from the conviction of 
any person violating any of the laws of 
health and quarantine now. of fofce in 
this state, or any violation of any rea- 
sonable rules and regulations for the pro- 
tection of the pwhblic health of this state, 
promulgated by the etate board of heaith 
shall be paid into the treasury of the 
city or county where said eonviction was 
had. and to be expended in aid of quar- 
antine and other sanitary laws.

After this read, President 
Howell vaid: : 

“In having this letter read for tha in- 
formation of the senate, the chair feels 
that he expresses the sentiment of every 
member of the senate when he savs that 
the members of the prison commission 
have nothing but the fullest confidence of 
this body. 

“In view of all the conditions with 
which they have to deal, it has always 
seemed to me a remarkable fact that 
‘there has been so little complaint made 
against the acts of the commisison and 
the gentlemen comprising it. I believe it 
true that in all the states of the union 
there is no department, dealing with 
questions that furnish the opportunity for 
talk and criticism, which has been so 
little criticised as the prison commission 
of Georgia. That there has been so little 
criticism is due to the fact that the peo- 
ple of Georgia have the fullest confidence 
in the ability and the integrity. of the 
thairman Of that commission, Judge Tur- 
ner, and his able associates, Mr. Eason 
and General Evans I am sure, as I 
have said, that I voice the seatiments of 
the entire membership of this body in 
making this statement.”’ 

Senator Perry said he desired to fully 
concur in everv statement made by the 
president of the senate. Some newspa- 
per reports which made him say that he 
regarded the investigation of the Mamie 
DeCris affair “a farce.” This dia not 
properly represent his statements. He 
had opposed the house resolutjon for the 
reason that the so-called investigation 
involved in it would amount to nothing, 
but he had the highest confidence in the 
executive department, in whose province 
such investigation properly came and he 
could see no good reason for the legis- 
lature taking the matter up in any way 
at this time. He said he he!d every mem- 
ber of the commission in highest esteem, 
and felt sure the people of Gtorgia as 
well as the members of the senate, would 
indorse the tribute paid to those gentle- 
ment by President Howell.

To =xamine Stat2’s Books. 

The differences between the senate and 
the house over the method to maka 
an examination of the books of the aif- 
ferent state house officers and of the 
state institutions, were cleared away in 
conference, the senate receding on the 
main point. As’ agreed upon, the fofnt 
committee on finance—with one extra 
member from the house, so as to make 
the committee stand three from the sen- 
ate and three from the house—will make 
the investigation and for this purpose 
authorized to employ an expert arc: 
countant. The cOmmittee will sit dur 
ing the vacation, not to exceed 40 days.

Hall of Bibb. 


Vagrancy Bill Stands. 

The vagraney bill, which came back 
from the house with the report that that 
bedy had failed to agree to the amend- 
ment which the senate had adopted, gave 
rise to considerable debate. Senator 
Skelton explained the amendment in 
question, which reads: 

“All persons over 16 and under 21 
years of age able to work and who do 
not work and have no property to sup- 
port them, and have not some known and 
visible means of a fair, honest and repu- 
table livelihood, and whose parents are 
unable to support them, and who are not 
in attendance upon some educational in- 
stitution.”’ 

He argued the necessity of making the 
law apply to this particular class of 
minors, and the senate, by formal vote, 
insisted upon its amendment. The house 
finally receded from its position, so the 
bill stands as printed in yesterday's 
Constitution. 

Adams Bill Passed. 

The house bil] of Mr. Adams, of Put- 
nam. “‘to make it unlawful for any per- 
son to procure money or other thing of 
value on a contract to perform services, 
with intent to defraud, and to fix punish- 
ment therefor,’ called forth some discus- 
sion. 

Senator Perry opposed the bill as dan- 
gerous legisation, hoding that under tits 
provisions this opens the way to impris- 
onment for debt, which is prohibited by 
the constitution of the state. 

He said that this bill, if enacted into 
law, would clearly pave the way for peon- 
age; that it was a rich man’s law agains. 
the poor man. He said he would oppose 
all such legislation, which he regards as 
highly dangerous. 

Senators Jordan, McMichael and At- 
kinson appealed for the passage of the 
bill on the ground that it is designed to 
protect farmers from those who agree to 
do certain work and after being ad- 
vanced supplies, decline and refuse to do 
this work. They said it would give the 
farmers better ability to control their 
labor. 

This argument did not at all-convince 
Senator Perry, who, on roll call, stated 
that he was proud to go on record as 
voting ‘‘no’’ upon this bill. The biii 
passed by a vote of 31 to 6. 


Other General Matters. 


The bill to amend the general appro- 
priation: act—carrying appropriation of an 
additional $2,500 for the Confederate Sol- 
diers’ home; for arbitrators tn franchise 
cases, or so much as may be necessary, 
$2,500; to pay the. salary of the secretary 
of the newly created board of health, 
$2,000, and $1,000 for the expenses of that 
board—was passed by the senate without 
a dissenting vote. 

The senate agreed to the house substi- 
tute for the Hopkins bill, relative to set- 
tlement of the titles to lots 10 and 100, 
about which so much question has n 
raised.

“Resolved, by the senate of Georgia, 
the house of representatives concurring, 
That we condemn the practice of whip- 
ping women convicts and recommend that 
the prisaQ®- commission prescribe some 
more humane punishment for violating 
the prison rules.’”’ 

Nominations Confirmed. 

The senate confirmed the nominations 
of Hon. J. F. Brannen and Hon. Howell 
Cane as judge and solicitor, respectively, 
of the city court of Statesboro. 

The senate hes confirmed every nomi- 
nation sent in by Governor Terrell dur- 
ing the present session, 

A Handsome Compliment. 

During a wait in the senate at the 
morning session, Senator Smith, in a 
short speech, extended thanks to the 
members of the senate for its unanimous 
vote in support of the appropriation for 
the completion of the Winnie Davis me- 
morial, on behalf of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy. He referred eloquently to 
the active interest which these ladies had 
taken in this enterprise, and the magnifi- 
cent work they had done. He made spe- 
cial reference to the presence in the city 
of Mrs. Eve, of Augusta, who has been 
one of those foremost in the good work 
and moved the senate extend her the 
privileges of the floor during her stay in 
the city. This was, at the suggestion of 
President Howell, adopted by a rising 
vote. Mrs. Eve was escorted to the chair 
by Senator Smith by the aside of the 
président, and a number of senators paid 
their respects to her. 

Thanked by the Senate. 

The closing hours of the session were 
marked by the adoption of resolutions of 
thanks to the senate’'s officers. 

Senator Hudson sent to the secretary's 
desk and the secretary put to the sen- 
ate the following: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the 
senate be extended to our president, 
Hon. Clark Howell, for the able and 
impartial manner in which he has 
presided over this body.

In acknowledging this compliment, Pre-- 
ident Howell returned his hearty thanks 
to the members of the body for their 
hearty and intelligent cooperation in the 
work of the senate, saying that the mag- 
nificent record this senate has made has 
been due to the work of the individual 
senators. He expressed his belief the peo- 
ple of the state realized that no better 
senate had ever assembled in Georgia. 
He expressed the hope that the world 


'‘ would go well with all of the members 


of the body during the months that would 
intervene before the next session, and 
the fervent hope that all would be pres- 
ent upon the reconvening next summer. 

The president's words were warmly ap- 
plauded. 

Resolutions 
justed. 

Thanking Secretary Northen for his 
generosity in furnishing the senate with 
an unlimited supply of lithia water dur- 
ing the session. 

Thanking General Manager Gentry and, 
Local Manager Roberts for the free use 
of the telephone whieh they had placed 
in the cloak room. 

Thanking Mr. Flynn Hargett, the mes- 
senger, for his uniform courtesies, and 
also Doorkeeper J. W. Green and his effi- 
eient force for their good work and 
courtesy. 

Opposed Local School Bills. 

A large number of the house loca] bills 
creating special school districts in rural 
sections, taking them “from under the 
supervision of the county school commis- 
sioners, were passed by the senate. In 
each instance there was one yote, that of 
Senator Hopkins, registered against 
the passage of the bill. Senator Hopkins 
explained that his opposition was not to 
any particular bill, but he has gone on 
record in opposition to all of them on the 

round that al] bills establishing school 
istricts other than those of whole coun- 
ties or municipal corporations are uncon- 
stitutional under paragraph 1, section 4 
article 8 of the constitution. 

Railing in Senate Chamber. 

The senate adopted a resolution author- 
izing the secret@ry of the senate to have 
a brass railing constructed from the iron 
posts at the rear of the senate chamber. 
This resolution was introduced by Senator 
Jordan, who occupies one of the rear 
seats, and who said he felt this to be 
necessary to the comfort and privacy otf 
members on the last tier of seats who feel 
now as if they are sitting in an open hali- 


way.

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were understood. Before being passed the 
bill was amended s0 as to strike out the 
feature prohibiting the employment of any 
free labor in connection with the convicts 
without the consent of the warden. The 
main object of the measure was to re- 
move the danger to guards and employees 
at the penitentiary camps as the result of 
outside parties smuggling in liquor and 
weapons to convicts. 

Resolutions of thanks and appreciation 
to Mrs. Maud Barker Cobb, the able 
postmistress of the house, were unani- 
mousiy ado:wted, The resolutions de- 
clared that through her thoughtful and 
wel] direcf®d energy, the letter that each 
member longed for never failed to come. 

To Revise the School Laws. 

The house adopted by a vote of 9 tu 
1, the joint resolution by Mr. Steed, of 
Taylor, providing for the appointment of 
a committee of five from the house and 
three from the senate, to confer with the 
state school commissioner relative to the 
present school laws, with a view to re- 
vising and compiling them and correcting 
numerous errors. Under many of the 
laws as they are found at present, Com- 
missioner Merritt says he has had fre- 
quent difficulty in administering the 
school system, because some of these 
laws are obsolete and others are even 
contradictory. The resolution provides 
that this joint committee shall make re- 
port to the next session of the general 
assembly, making any recommendations 
as to changes or as to new laws it may 
see fit. 

By a vote of 113 to 0, the house passed 
the bill by Senator Howell, of the thirty- 
fifth, extending the time within which 
railroads shall be required to complete 
16 miles of their length, under certain 
circumstances, so as to prevent their los- 
ing their charters. Under the present 
law 15 miles must be completed within 
two years or the charter is void. There 
are two railroads in north Georgia, one 
of them being the Dalton and Alaculsey, 
which have 16 miles or more, graded, but 
the rails are not laid for that distance 
because they have been unable to secure 
the steel, though it has been contracted 
for. The bill extends the time for the 
completion of such roads as have graded 
1 miles of their line and have -shown a 
desire in good faith to push the Gomple- 
tion of such lines, 


Visitors Are Excluded. 


Speaker Morris, early during the morn- 
ing session, called attention to the fact 
that there were several visitors on the 
floor of the house not entitled to its 
privileges under the rules. 

The speaker called attention to rule 173, 
which he read as follows: 

“No person shall be allowed to enter 
upon the floor of the house efcept the 
members and officers thereof, the officers 
and members of the senate, the governor 
of the state and the heads of the offices 
of the executive department, state house 
officers and members of the press actively 
reperting legislative proceedin¢ exX-ZOV- 
ernors, judges of the supremé  :4 supe- 
rior courts and solicitors gene il in act- 
ual commission, ex-presidinggofficers uf 
the house and senate, judges and district 
attorneys of the United States courts, 
and such others as the house may allow 
upon recommendation of the committee 
on privileges of the floor.” 

Speaker Morris called the attention of 
the doorkeepers to the reading’ of this 
rifle, and ‘Instructed them to enforce {t 

“The special investigation committee 
has recommended the enforcement of this 
rule,"’ Speaker Morri« said, “and I want 
{t understood that the chair intends to 
see that this rule is rigidly enforced dur.- 
ing the present, as well as during the 
session of 1904. It is unfortunate that 
the doorke@féts are changed so often 
during the session, for they don’t get a 
chance to learn the members. The chair 
thinks the assistant doorkeepers should 
be appointed for the entire session.” 

Speaker Morrns called attention to the 
presence of several unauthorized visitors 
on the floor of the house, and the pro- 
ceedings were stopped for a few minutés 
until they had left the hall. y 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, introduced a 
resolution declaring it to be the sense of 
the hcuse that the assistant doorkrenpers 
and pages of the house, for the session 
of 1964, shall be employed for the full 
session of ) days, and that no boy who 
is under twelve years of age shall be 
employed as a page. Mr. Daniel. of 
Emanuel, introduced a similar resolution, 
and providing also that the desks of the 
members be numbered from 1 to 175 and 
labeled with their names, and diagrams 
furnished to the doorkeeper and his as- 
sistants. The speaker pro tem., who 
was in the chair at this time, ruled that 
the resolutions would have to lie over 
for one day, and discussion was not al- 
lowed. The matter will come up at the 
beginning of the next session. 


Money Without an Owner. 


After a brief discussion which developed 
warm opposition, the house tabled the bill 
by Senator Smith, of the eighteenth, pro- 
viding that all property without a lawful 
owner shaly belong to the state, and pro- 
viding for escheating and disposing of 
same. The measure proposed, as was cx- 
plained by Mr. Holder, of Jackson, for 
escheating all property for which there 
were no owners or heirs and turning it 
over to the county in which it is found 
for school purposes, Should the owner or 
heir turn up within five years he may 
bring suit for and recover such property. 
There is $2,200 in an Augusta bank, which 
has been there for twenty years and for 
which there: is no Owner or heir, The 
opposition thought there would be danger 
in some cases if the bill were passed of 
what might be considered confiscation, 
and it wept on the table. 

There was likewise opposition to the 
resolution by Mr. Brinson, of D-catur, 
providing for a joint commission to !n- 
vestigate the question of pure foods anid 
report a bill to the next session. This 
meastre was algo tabled. 

Similar treatment was administered to 
a bill by Senator Comas, of the third 
changing the number of names of prop- 
erty owners required tg a petition for a 
local option election in any county from 
one-tenth to one-third. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
and others, declared there was no reasoyg 
for any change in this present law, and 
the bill was promptly tabled. 

Vagrant bill Finally Passed. 


The house refused to concur in the 
seriate amendment to the vagrancy bill by 
Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, which estab- 
lished as, yagrants all persony between 
sixteen and twenty-one years of age, 
who are not supported by their parents, 
but who are able tO work and do not 
work. Mr, Calvin thought that woy]d be 
a dangeroys feature in sotae cases. Luter 
in the day all of the sena‘e amendments 
to the vagrancy bill wei: agreed to. 

The houge fconcurred in the senate 
amendments to the state boaid of health 
bill. The principal amendment to this 
measure was thag providing for a board 
of eleven members. one from @)ch con- 

essional district, instead of seve: mem- 
care, as provided in the house measure. 

Speaker Morris appointed the following 
committee on the part of the house to 
investigate the subject of the state regis- 
tration of land tities: Messrs Felder. 
of Bibb; Muylherin, of Richmond, and 
Miller, of Muscogee. 


The Afternoon Session. 
After considerable discussion the house 


refused to pass a bill by Senator Perry, 
of the thirty-third, providing that when 
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any affirmation defense is Set up in any 
case in courts of the estate, the plaintiff 
shajl file an answer either admitting Of 
denying such defense. The measufe Was 
given only 68 votes and after its defeats 
was promptly reconsidered, and will go 
to the foot of the calendar. 

A resolution was unanimously passe4é 
authorizing the auditing committee to 
audit the accounts of Hon. John W. 
Akin, of Bartow ,and Hon. W. R. Welch, 
of Gilmer, who have been detained at 
home on account of iliness. The reso- 
lution also directed the state treasurer 
to pay these accounts. 

The house adopted the senate substi- 
tute for the bill by Mr. Edwards, of 
Marion, to amend the act establishing 
a dispensary at Buena Vista, relative to 
a division of the proceeds of the dispen- 
@ary between the town of Buena Vista 
and the gounty of Marion 

Ovation for Judge Akin. 

Early in the afternoon session Judge 
John W. Akin, of Bartow, made his ap- 
pearance on the floor of the house for the 
first time since hig long illness. T 
members of the house caught sight 
Judge Akin as he came in the door, and 
immediately began a round. of applause 
which was kept up for some minutes, 
while Judge Akin was kept busy bowing 
his acknowledgements. 

Judge Akin was conducted to the 
speaker’s stand by several members, and 
was given another round of applause as 
he took his seat by Speaker Morris. 

The houge then adopted unanimously 
by a rising vote a resolution by Mr. Sto- 
vall, of Chatham, tendering the cengrat- 
ulations of the house to Judge Akin upon 
his restoration to health, expressing 
pleasure at seeing him once more on the 
floor of the house, where he served with 
80 much dignity and ability in the se8sion 
of 1902 and looking forward to welcoming 
him on the floor of the session of 19%. 

Judge Akin spent some time on the 
floor of the house shaking hands with his 
many friends and conversing with them. 
He has been spending some time recent- 
ly at Lithia Springs for the benefit of 
his health, and was iooking well and 
practically himself again when he came 
vn the house fivor, 


Court of Appeals Tabled. 

The bill by Senator Matthews, of the 
twenty-third, providing for an amenu- 
ment to the constitution so as to creato 
a court of appeals for the relief of the 
supreme court came up, but was tabled, 
and goes over to the next session, 

The bil] of Senator Smith, of the eigh- 
teenth, to provide for escheating to the 
state, personal property without a law- 
ful owner, came up again and after 
brief discussion wag tabied for the ses- 
sion, 

The house cOncurred in al) the senate 
amendments to the general game law 
bill by Mr. Harden, of Chatham. 

Speaker Morris appointed the follow- 
ing committee on the part of the house 
to Investigate and report on the school 
laws of the state: Messrs. Holder of 
Jackson, chairman; Bel] of Milton and 
Steed of Taylor. 

Speaker Morris appointed the = follow- 
ing committee on the part of the house 
under the McMichael resolution to visit 
the State university and its branches 
during the commencement of 1904: Messrs. 
Miller of (Musocgee, chairman: Dunbar 
of Richmond, McCurry of Hart, Ridley 
of Troup, Owen of Pike and Stovall of 
Chatham. 

A large partion of the afternoon ses- 
sion was devoted to concurring in senate 
amendments to house bills, most of which 
were of a local nature. 


Senate Bills Pass. 

The house during the day passed the 
following senate bills: 

By Senator Jordan of the Twenty- 
eighth—fo provide that manufacturing 
and other companies having property in 
two or more counties shall return ail 
of their property and pay taxes in the 
Cuunty in which the main ‘buildings of 
Such cOmpanies are located. 

By Senator Davis of the Seventeenth— 
To require taxes to be paid by ali per- 
s0Ns, cOmpanies and corporations in the 
county in which they are by law fre- 
quired to be returned; to provide fur the 
ascertainment of the county entitled to 
payment in disputed cases; to provide 
for the regulation of commissions of tax 
receivers and collectors, tor the trans- 
mission of the state's portion of such 
taxes to the comptroller general, and 
the disposition of the balance pending 
litigation, and for other purposes, 

By Senator Hudson of the Thirteenth— 
To amend section 4868, volume Z of the 
code of 18%, so as to guthorize judges 
of the superior courts to issue writs 
of mandamus ag@inst boards of commis- 
sioners of roads and revenues. 

By Senator Comas of the Third--To 
amend the act establishing the city court 
of Baxley in Appling county. 

By Senator Davis of the Seventeenth— 
To amend section 1908 of volume 2 of the 
code of 18% which provides by whom 
banks shall be managed, so as to make 
the maximum number of directors of a 
state bank fifteen instead of seven as 
at present. 

By Senator Comas of the Third—To 
amend section 4082, volume 2 of the code 
relative to compensation for justices of 
the peace. 

By Senator Duncan, of the Thirty-sixth 
—To amend section 985, volume 1, of the 
code of 1895, so as to make the bond of 
State depositories’ equal to the amount 
generally deposited by the state in such 
depositories instead of $50,000 in évery 
case, as now. This measure is designed 
for the refief of country banks acting as 
State depositories where the amount de- 
posited by the state is small. 

By Senator Tistnger, of the Twenty- 
fifth—To amend and regulate the law of 
year’s support.

It is provided in this bill that 
where a county does not draw all of 
its share of the school fund one year, the 
amount due shall be held apart and the 
county may draw it when it has need for 
it to build a school ‘house or for other 
purpose. 

By Senator Crumbly, of the Twelfth— 
To amend an act amending the charter 
of the town of Georgetown so as to 
change the time of holding elections. 

By Senator McMichael, of the Twenty- 
fourth—A resolution to appoint a commit- 
tee of four from the senate and six 
from the house to visit the University of 
Georgia and its branches duffng the com- 
mencement exercises in 1904, and that the 
chairman of said committee be authorized 
to name subcommitt*res of three each 
to visit the various branches of this in- 
stitution. 

By Senator Jordan, of the Twenty- 
eighth—To amend the haw respecting the 
sale and inspection of fertilizer materials, 
s0 as to permit the sale of such tmate- 
rials in bulk directly to consumers. 

By Senator Park, of the Thirty;-seventh 
~To amend the act establishing the dis- 
pensary at Hogansville in Troup county. 

By Senator McMichael, of the Twenty- 
fourth—To amend section 433 of the code 
relative to the sale of lands for partition. 

By Senator Howell, of the Thirty-fifth

Mr. Calvin, of 
Richmond, offered a resolution tendering 
the thanks of the house to the press for 
accurate and able reports of the proceed- 
ings, which, though declared carried on 
viva voce vote, was greeted by some 
twenty or thirts ‘‘nos,’’ which would prob- 
ably not have been heard had the aye and 
nay vote been recorded. 

The house adopted by rising vote a 
resolution of thanks to D. F. McClatchey, 
the popular reading clerk, for his uni- 
form courtesy and kindness to the mem- 
bers during the session. 

The house also adopted unanimously a 
resolution by Mr. Whitley, of Douglas, 
requesting Speaker Morris to have made a 
portrait of himself to be placed on the 
wall in the house cloak room along with 
the portraits of other distinguished 
speakers. 

Subsequent resolutions were passed ten- 
dering the thanks of the house to Rev. J. 
B. Allen, chaplain of the house, for the 
faithful performance of his duties during 
the session. 

While the resolutions of thanks were 
being adopted much amusement was cre- 
ated by the reading of several resolutions 
hitting at certain members. 

Mr. Griffin, of Twiggs, proposed to ten- 
der the thanks of the house to Mr. Yates, 
of Catoosa, for his successful efforts in 
behalf of the north Georgia hog, and to 
wish for him a safe return to the senate 
in 19% with plenty of backb :e, spareribs

Edmund- 
son said that the elder Register told him 
he knew that Staley had about $2,003 in 


money and carried it on his person all 
the time, and added that he wanted Ed<- 
Mundson and Jabe! Register to go to 
Soles’ house and hold Staley up and take 
the money from him, saying there was 
no trouble to get it. Edmundson gaid 
he did think Staley could be easily held 
up, whereupon H. B. Register said; “If 
there is trouble shoot hell out of him,” 
and Jabel added, “I would not mind 
shooting Soles and Staley than shooting 
a bdear.’’ 

H. B. Register said further that Soles 
and Staley were operating an illicit dis- 
tillery which the officers were afraid to 
go after, and that he wanted it broken 
a that he _could Operate one him- 
se 

Then H. B. Regtster stated that Soles 
had $3,000 in money which two or three 
g00d men could go to the house and take.

Tt 1s in evidence that quitg recently 
Edmigidson, who haa been In Hall ‘since 
his confession, had béen taken out of 
jail by officers, and, disguised as a wWom- 
an, carried to the scene of the crime; 
that the officers had found every local- 
ity exactly as described by Edmundson. 
A brother of Soles identified his brother's 
remains in the burned house. The shoot- 
ing was dome one Sunday night about 9 
o'clock. 

Other evidence shpwed that Edmundson 
had been an Illicit distiller and seller of 
liquor and that he had operated a dis- 
tillery and sold whisky for H. B. Reg- 
ister; had been arrested and tried by 
Register, who was then a United States 
commissioner, and, or course, was dis- 
charged. 

The Registers have for many years 
been dangerous criminals. Many charges 
have been laid against them. The elder 
Register was a prominent republican and 
last year was a candidate for the state 
senate.

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CURRENCY BILL 


Finance Subcommittee Meets 
To Confer with President, 


Prominent Senators Gather at Saga- 
more Hill To Draft Currency 
Measure To Be Submitted 
to Congress at Next 
Fall Meeting. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 12.—Pres!i- 
dent Roosevelt had as his guests tonight 
at ,Sagamore Hill the members of the 
subcommittee of the senate committee on 
finance which is engaged in drafting a 
currency measure to be submitted to 
congress next fall. The subcommittee 
consists of Benators Aldrich, of Rhode 
Island, chairman; Platt, of Connecticut; 
Allison, of Iowa, and Spooner, of Wiscon- 
sin. 

, Prior to the adjournment of congress 
last spring this subcommittee was ap- 
pointed and authorized to sit during 
the recess of congress to study the finan- 
cial situation and prepare a measure to 
meet the requirements of the situation 
as the committee viewed It for introduc- 
tion when the senate should reconvene, 
On this work the committee, sometimes 
as individuals, part of the time as a 
body, has engaged during the latter part 
of the summer. For a day or two the 
members have been the guests of Sena- 
tor Aldrich at his Warwick residence, 
rear Providenc®. They are preparing 
now to put into concrete form the re- 
sults of their investigation and labor. 

Desiring to consult with President 
Roosevelt regarding the work, the sub- 
committee came to Oyster Bay late this 
afternoon. 

Tt could not be ascertained definitely 
whether a draft of a currency measure 
has been made and was to be discussed 
tonight or not; but, as the senators have 
been engaged for two gays at Warwic® 
with their clerks and stenographers, it is 
reasonably certain that some progress 
as been made toward the preparation of 
a currency Dill. 

The object of the ccmmittee !s to as- 
certain the views of President Roosevelt 
with definiteness in order, if possible, to 
treet them in the framing of the meas- 
ure. It is understood to be the desire 
of all, including the president, that the 
bill should be ready for introduction at 
the extraordinary session which the 
president has announced he will call 
Monday. November 9. Prior to that tims 
the subcommittee will submit its draft 
of the proposed measure to the full re- 
publican membership of the senate com- 
mittee on finance or probably such other 
republican senators as may be accessible. 
It is hoped that a measure may be drawn 
that will meeet the approval of all repub- 
lican senators so that when it is intro- 
duced it may have the undivided party 
support... It can be said that the presi- 
dent is not wedded to any rarticular 
plan of cufrency reform, so called, but 
desires simply that a practicable scheme 
be evolved and put into the form of leg- 
islation at An early date that will ren- 
der the currency system of. the country 
the more elastic and the less likely to be 
affected by the fluctuations of values or 
the demands for money at crop moving 
seasons.
